WHAT ARE PATIO ROSES? 

The word ‘patio’ calls to mind an area for garden relaxation, 
where narrow borders, spaces in paving, ornamental tubs, 
troughs and the like give opportunities for small plants to 
flourish. When applied to roses, the term ‘patio’ describes 
varieties particularly suitable to grow in such positions. 

These roses include a few old ones like Little White Pet, 
Yvonne Rabier and TheFairy, but most are of recent intro¬ 
duction. Among the very best small flowered ones are Peek 
a Boo, Fairy Changeling, Boys' Brigade, Anna Ford, Wee 
Jock, Rugul, Petit Four and Robin Redbreast; Clarissa is 
taller, useful behind others where upright narrow growth is 
required. For larger individual blooms use Kim, Hakuun, 
Topsi, Regensberg and International Herald Tribune, or the 
larger growing Amber Queen, Busy Lizzie, Bright Smile, 
Len Turner, Mr. E. E. Greenwell, Princess Michael of Kent 
ind Trumpeter. 

Some Patio Roses will trail. Nozomi is especially good 
and Yesterday and Fairy Damsel useful. Snow Carpet is a 
much tinier plant, almost a Miniature trailer, and indeed all 
the Miniatures are excellent for patio use (see p.14). 

Included in this section also are two small growing favour¬ 
ites of a century ago, Cecile Brunner and Perle d'Or. 


GROWING PATIO ROSES IN 
CONTAINERS, TUBS, etc. 

Use a good plant compost, such as John Innes No.3 or 
similar (our own ‘Build & Feed’ obtainable on the nursery is 
ideal). The container needs reasonable depth so the roots do 
not dry out, and drainage so they are not waterlogged. You 
can start with a small container and pot on in wintertime if 
you wish. Feed by removing the top four inches of soil each 
winter and topping up with fresh compost, and give a light 
dressing of rose fertiliser in March, May and June; foliar 
feeding is also recommended during the growing season. 
Don’t feed after July or you will encourge soft late growth. 
Trim off spent flower heads for tidiness and to bring on new 
flowering shoots. For pruning, follow the general principles 
for bushes in the Harkness Guide to Rose Care - see p.31.

The colour is clear pinky reddish salmon, very warm 
and even in tone. Sizeable flowers appear on well spaced 
sprays, each bloom neatly formed with about 30 petals. 
They are freely produced and show up handsomely against 
the abundant foliage. An excellent rose for a showy bed or 
group, also for cutting and exhibition.

ANNE HARKNESS (Harkaramel) (Harkness, Eng. 1980) 
Apricot. A remarkable rose for three reasons. It produces 
spectacular sprays on long stems, in which each flower is 
perfectly formed and neatly spaced - the roses opposite are 
photographed just as they have formed on the plant. It 
flowers late, continuing throughout August, when other 
garden roses are having a rest; thus giving colour in the rose 
garden at a time when it is badly needed. Thirdly, it follows 
from the above that Anne Harkness among roses is of uni¬ 
que value both to flower arrangers and to exhibitors, provid¬ 
ing as it does perfect “out-of-season” sprays on long stems. 

Plant it in a bed, or a group, for cutting, and as a hedge; it 
makes a fine hedge, but should be pruned fairly hard each 
spring to keep it from growing top heavy.

Shrub Roses are easy to grow, and no rose garden is 
complete wihout a few of them. 

WHAT IS A SHRUB ROSE? 

Briefly, it is a rose differing in such a way trom the 
other rose classes (Bushes, Climbers and Miniatures) 
that it cannot conveniently be grouped with them. 

So Shrub Roses are a fascinating miscellany of wild 
species, ancient garden roses of East and West, plus 
many hybrids of diverse character evolved within the 
past 200 years. 

Varieties marked “S” in the margin will not usually 
produce Autumn flower. 


HOW TO USE SHRUB ROSES 

The descriptions tell you how each variety can suitably be 
used, viz: 

G (Group) - means a suitable variety to grow in a group - 3 
or 5 plants are good numbers for this purpose. 

H (Hedge) - means good to plant as a hedge of one variety. 

I (Individual) - means the Shrub Rose looks well as an 
individual plant to stand by itself- in a border, or a bed set in 
grass for example. 

S (Spreader) - means a variety that spreads out wide , and is 
useful for ground cover. 

See also General Notes on p.4 about our ratings for 
Beauty of Flower or Truss (B), General Effect (GE) 
and Fragrance (F). 

Planting distance is 3ft. apart except where stated.

Some Roses extend their growth a long way, up to as 
much as 40 feet. Almost any rose capable of being 
trained sideways or upwards for 7ft or more is effec¬ 
tively a Climbing plant. It will adorn all kinds of 
structures and you can raise your eyes to enjoy its 
beauty. 

It is very important to choose the right rose for the 
right place. Climbers and Ramblers can be used as 
follows: 

Fences (they need to be solid and take weight and wind- 
strain). Varieties up to 10ft. extent are suitable. 

Walls Most varieties can be used, but don't put a 12ft. plant 
on a 6ft. wall! South to West walls are best; South and East 
walls may be dry, so give young plants plenty of water the 
first year or two. For North-west to North-east walls, try 
Alberic Barbier , Danse des Sylphes, Morning Jewel. 

Pillars (must be stout), for flexible and/or short leafy grow¬ 
ers. 

Arches Best to use pendulous Ramblers. 

Tree Scramblers Can give spectacular effects, choose 
according to the height of the tree or stump. 

Rampagers Our 1896 list offered “Fast-growing Climbers, 
suitable for rambling over old ruins” - not a common prob¬ 
lem in most gardens today! But rampant sorts like Albertine 
will cover almost any garden feature, natural or artificial, 
e.g. pergolas, outbuildings, tripods, eyesores.

ACER campestre (Field Maple): Makes a 
large, bushy screening plant, suitable for 
gap-filling in naturalised boundary hedges 
AMELANCHIER (see p.38): Forms a bushy

ELEAGNUS Ebbingei (see p.40): Neat and 
compact, foliage is glossy and luxuriant. 
HAWTHORN: Quickly forms an 
impenetrable, thorny barrier, and eventually 
becomes cattle-proof. However, it is not 
difficult to keep neat and tidy by clipping, 
and so makes a versatile garden plant as well 
as a utility plant for wild places. In either 
case, it’s the most economical way of making 
a permanent hedge.

AKEBIA quinata: Vigorous, twining semi-evergreen climber. Frag¬ 
rant reddish-purple flowers in Spring, followed by fleshy purple

POTENTILLA: The great popularity of Potentillas can be explained 
by their reckless habits in flower production, which continues from 
early Summer to well into Autumn.
